Topoka, Kan., June 2.r-Thl8 city and 
vicinity has experienced the. most de- 
Btructlve floods in Its history. 
Hun- 
dredi of buildings in North Topeka are 
wrecked, several destroyed by a fire 
caused 
by 
slacking 
lime, 
48 
per- 
sons drowned, and over 8,000 homeless, 
illl bridges to flooded sections 
are 
washed away. 
The water is now re^ 
coding and it Is belirved that the worst 
Is over, 
Resruers worked for several 
days knee-deep in water and sometimed 
ùp to their necks, and saved at least 
400 persons. 
People were takon from 
house tops and trees at great risk, and 
many were In a half famished condi- 
tion, naving beea compelled to cUng to 
th«ir perilou« poelttons tor as long as 
71 hours.

Thrilling Rescues. 


B. L. Bailey and E. M. Alexander 
performed some of the mosf: heroic 
work of resene. 
In the darknesu, at 
the greatcF' risk of their own lives, 
thay succeeded In reaching one of the 
burning lumber yards and rescued a 
docen women and children. 
On the 
way to th( 
sonth shore one of the 
women fainted from fatigue and fright, 
and this all but swamped the boat. 
The men made superhuman efforts 
aad finally eached the pontoon bridge 
with their precious cargo. 
Here will- 
ing hands 
seixed them and 
carried 
them over the Melan bridgo to safety. 


This 
is 
only one of a hundred 
thrilling ref:rues. The most prominent 
men of the town donned oilskins, and, 
submerged 
in 
water 
up 
to 
their 
breasts, worked for hours in the cold 
water. 
"Women 
and 
children were 
given the preference In the work of 
rescue. 


By the aid of small stoam and gacso- 
llne launches 40 men In South Gar- 
field Park were rescued. 
They had 
perched 
themselves in trees. 
They 
had nothing to eat for 30 hours. These 
men 
were kept in a fenced 
grove, 


where

see was the angry watei ruffhlng about 
among the trunks of the trees. 
One 
of the men said that they could not 
hear the other speak above the roar 
of water. 
Uncertainty 
thus add- 
ed to their other misery, and not one 
of them had any hopes of escaping. 


Patrick Beline, his wife and three 
smaJl children wore taken from the 
attic of their 
small dwelling. 
The 
parents were obliged to hold the two 
younger children conrtrnlly to keep 
theK heads nbove water. 
They were 
neaily starved, and probably cannot 
recover. 


E. L. Cowdry and his brother are 
among those v/ho escaped from the 
flood. 
When asked for a story of hla 
experience, he said: 


'•Oh, it was terrible; I can't desciibe 
It It seemed like I have lived In a 
horrible nightmare for the past two 
days. Early on Thursday we saw that 
the water would be high, but with the 
usual persistence of people who dis- 
like to leave their own homes, put olf 
the time as long as possible. It came 
near being our undoing. 
Friday the 
whole of North Topeka, it seenrred. 
overflowed within an hour. The dread- 
ful water came creeping up faster than 
the people Could get out. 
Wo w*re 
forced to leave In such a hurry tftat 
we could not even take a blanket. I 
as satisfied that our house was 
stroyed, ajs It was in the direct p^ah 
of the fire. All I have 
the worlci 1» 
the clothing that I am now weart^.?. 
Hundreds of others aro in f s ba^ a 
condition as we ar^." 


H. J. Henry, a hardware merchant, 
flrst sent bis father and mother to 
safety and then undertook to remain 
and keep thoir property out of the 
hands of looters. 
He managed to es- 
Mpe when the flood came by riding a 
trusty horse. 
As far as Mr. Henry 
knows, his stock of hardware 
has 
been swept away with the building and 
entire estahlishtnent. 


These are only a few of numerous 
instances of dlstrt^ss 
Hundreds who 
were rich are now poor, hnd the poor 
people are In distress. 
Many lost ab- 
solutely everything. 
They had 
the 
savings of years taken by water. Now 
they hftve only the titles to the water- 
covered laud. 


20,000 ARE 
HOMELESS 


Thirty-four 
Drowned 
and 
Property 
Loss Heavy at Kansas City. 


Kansas City, June 2.—The flood in 
this section of the country has broken 
all records. 
At least 34 persons were 
drowned. 20,000 people rendered home- 
less. houses twMsted from their foun- 
dations and Immense damage done In 
the lowlands. 
In the railroad yards 
box cars were swept from thoir fasten- 
ings and drifted down the river. 
Ar- 
mourdale, a suburb, was completely 
submerged for three days, only the 
tops of the houses being seen. 
The 
financial 
loss is estimated at $5.000,- 
000. 
The river Is now receding and 
no further damage is expected. 


The police rescued over 300 persons. 
In the east and west bottoms a number 
of 
obstinate 
people 
still 
cilng 
to their homes. 
Although the police 
have run boats beneath their windows 
and offered to save them, they re- 
fused to leave and will take their 
chances. 
It Is utterly impossible to 
form any estimate of the number of 
dead in Kansas City. There have been 
manifold stories of how boats laden 
with people have been seen to sink— 
there have been reports without end 
of bodies seen floating by on wreck- 
age, of men who have tried to drive 
wagons laden with their 
household 
effects against certain death in the 
swift current and gone down In the 
flood. 
The majority of these stories' 
lack proof, however, and even If true, 
the proof may never be had. 


At Argentine. Kan., where the Santa 
Fe yards and buildings and two-thirds 
of the dwelling houses are under wa- 
ter, a number of houses were washed 
away. 
Many hun'drds of freight cars 
stand submerged and the boxes break 
loose from the trucks and float away. 
The cars now moving down the Mis- 
souri river are from the Argentine 
yards. 
Not one inhabitant of Argen- 
tine Jb missing. . 


Superintendent Young, of the Swift 
Packing 
Company, said 
that there 
were probably 25 to 30 bodies In the 
•wreckage lodged in the Armourdalo 
packing house district. 
The men em- 
ployed on the 
steamer 
Columbia 
brought the same report 


A Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
passenger train from Chicago to Kan- 
sas City, due here at 4 o'clock Sunday 
afternoon, has been lost. 
It Is not 
deemed possible nor th:' thoi^rjht enter- 
tained by the railway ofnclals that the 
train has run Into the flood. Superin- 
lendont Mulhern was nrguu by the 
Chicago ofllcials to exercise overy pos- 
sible effort to locate the missing train 
and relieve Its paoBcngers at all cost 
and hazard. 


There Is very little probability of 
much greater financial daoiage than 
has already been done. 
There have 
been some reports of the settling of 
various large buildings in the whole- 
sale district, but they appear to have 
settled in a remarkably even manner 
snd expert examination will be re- 
quired to pro\e that they are In a 
dusngerous condition.

6,000 Homeless at Dei Moines« 


Des Moines, la., June 1.—Once mor# 
hope has been Inspired in the breastsi 
of the G.OOO flood refugees by the report 
that the river has begun to slowly de- 
cline. So far aa Is known but seven au- 
thenticated fatalities have bnen report- 
ed. For over two days It has ralnedl 
constantly and the mercury has stoodi 
clos^ to the freezing point. 
Scores of 
men, women and chlldri^n have spent 
hours at a time In soaking wot gar- 
ments. sitting on the roofs of their 
homes awaiting the arrival of rescuers. 
The Inst of 
these was removed last 
evening. 
More 
fatalities will result 
from exposure than from 
drowning. 
The property loss will mount Into th« 
millions. 


Hundreds of Houses Carried Away* 
Lawrence. Kan., June 1.—The water 
here Is falling. 
Half the houses ui> 
the north side are washed away, but 
the people have all gone to high grounrt 
and are safe. The river Is six to seven 
miles wide here. 
Hundreds of homeai 
have 
been 
carried down the river. 
There are only two or three sraan spota 
on the north side not under watcr^ 
and most of the 3,000 people over th^ro 
are homeless and have lost all their 
personal 
property. 
There has been 
much loss of live stock. 


SWEPT BY A CYCLONE 


Over too Killed 
By Terrific 
Wind 
Storm at Gainesville, Ga. 


Gainesville, G^. June 2.—This city 
was struck by a terrlflc cyclone, klllin® 
over 100 persons, unroofing the city ho-^ 
tels, other large blldlngs, and destroy-. 
Ing the Gainesville cotton mills. The» 
greatest loss of life was in the destruc-^ 
tlon of the cotton mills, where 84 per» 
sons were killed and scores injured. 


Bighteen persons were killed In the^ 
city between the centre of town and 
the railroad station, where four larg^ 
stores were blown down. 
The storm- 
had driven many persona Into thes« 
stores for refuge. There wore 500 per- 
sons at work in the cotton mjll when, 
the cyclone struck. 
The mill was 
three-story building. 
The flrst story 
was left standing, but badly wrecked.. 
With a terrible crash the two upper 
stories of 
the building 
were swept 
away, leaving 32 operatives dead In the» 
room. The cyclone then swept around 
the outskirts of the city to the suburb* 
of New Holland, two 
miles 
away, 
where are located the Pacolet cotton 
mills, one of the largest Institutions of 
this character In the south, 
lae plant, 
of the Pacolea Company was not seri- 
ously damaged, but probably 100 cot- 
tages standing nearby, occupied by the. 
operatives who were employed in the? 
mills, 
were 
completely 
demolished, 
killing 33 people. 
These were mostly- 
women and children, ofi the heads of 
the famlMes were nearly all In the fac- 
toj-y at work. 


The store of Joseph Logan, near the^ 
Gainesville cotton mill, was crushed to, 
ruins by the wind, and eight men who» 
had taken refuge In It were instantly^ 
4(illed. 


The Jones general store mot a simi- 
lar fate, and In the ruins two people,, 
one man and one woman, were crushed 
to death. The woman was Mrs. Jones,, 
wife of the proprietor. 


Reports from White Sulphur, seven, 
miles from Gainesville, are to tue ef- 
fect that the storm struck there with 
terrific force, killing a dozen people. 
Thiis, however, Ui not absolutely con- 
fivmed. 


The physicians'who have assisted In 
the work of relief say that the scene© 
at the mills were appalling, tne vlctyns 
being crushed and mangled in every 
cunc-eivuble manner, 


Tlie Richmond Hotel was wrecked, 
and several perished along with U. One 
hundred and twenty-five cottages, a 
schoolhouse and a church wore blown 
away In the negro section ot the town. 


Five brick stores on the main street 
of Gainesville were swept away. 
In 
all 100 buildings are demolisb«Ml here.

Thrilling Rescues. 
E. L. Bailey and E. M. Alexander 
performed ‘^oine of the most heroic 
work of rescue. 
In the darknesu, at 
the greatcF' risk of their own lives, 
thay succeeded in reaching one of the 
burning lumber yards and rescued a 
docen women and children. 
On the 
way to th< south shore one of the 
women fainted from fatigue and fright, 
and this all but swamped the boat. 
The men made superhuman efforts 
sad finally eached the pontoon bridge 
with their precious cargo. Here will­ 
ing hands 
seized them and carried 
them over the Melan bridgo to safety. 
This 
is 
only one of a hundred 
thrilling refTues, The most prominent 
men of the town donned oilskins, and, 
submerged in water up to their 
breasts, worked for hours in the cold 
water. 
W’omen 
and 
children were 
given the preference in the work of 
rescue. 
By the aid of small steam and gaso- 
line launches 40 men in South Gar- 
fleld Park were rescued. 
They had 
perched 
themselves in trees. 
They 
had nothing to eat for 30 hours. These 
men 
were kept in a fenced 
grove, 
where 
they could not keep a close 
watch ol the situaxiou. All 
uld 
see was the angry watei rushing about 
among the trunks of the trees. 
One 
of the men said that they could not 
hear the other spoak above the roar 
of water. Uncertainty w.*is thus add­ 
ed to their other misery, and not one 
of them had any hopes of escaping. 
Patrick Bellne, his wife and three 
smaJl chi’dron wore taken from the 
attic of their small dwelling. 
The 
parents were obliged to hold the two 
younger children conrtf^ntly to keep 
their heads above water. They were 
neaily starved, and probably canaot 
recover. 
E. L, Cowdry and his brother are 
among those v/ho escapf^d from the 
flood. When asked for a story of hla 
experience, he said: 
'‘Oh, it was terrible; I can*t desciibe 
it It seemed like I have lived in a 
horrible nightmare for the past two 
days. Early on Thursday we saw that 
the water would be high, but with the 
usual persistence of people who dis­ 
like to leave their own homes, put off 
the time as long as possible. It came 
near being our undoing. 
Friday the 
whole of North Topeka, it seemed, 
overflowed within an hour. The dread­ 
ful water came creeping up faster than 
the people Could get out 
We w^tre 
forced to leave in such a hurry tftat 
we could not even take a blanket* I 
as satisfied that our house was 4e- 
stroyed, as It was In the dire^^t pétth 
©f the fire. AH I have i\k the worlds |s 
the clothing that I a^m now weari^.^. 
Hundreds of other?; aro in fs bs^ s 
condition as we ar^./' 


H. J, Henry, a hardware merchant, 
first sent bis father and mother to 
safety and then undertook to remain 
and keep tholr property out of the 
hands of looters. He managed to es­ 
cape when the flood came by riding a 
trusty horse. 
As far as Mr, Henry 
knows, his stock of hardware has 
been swept away with the building and 
entire establishtnent. 
These are only a few of numorous 
Instances of distrt^ss 
Hundreds who 
were rich are now poor, hnd the poor 
people are In distress. Many lost ab­ 
solutely everything. 
They had the 
savings of years taken by water. Now 
they hftve only the titles to the water- 
covered land, 


20,000 ARE HOMELESS 
Thirty-four 
Drowned 
and 
Properly 
Loss Heavy at Kansas pIty. 
Kansas City, June 2.—The flood in 
this section of the country has broken 
all records. At least 34 persons were 
drowned, 20,000 people rendered home­ 
less, houses twisted from their foun­ 
dations and immense damage done in 
the lowlands. 
In the railroad yards 
box cars were swept from thoir fasten­ 
ings and drifted down the river. 
Ar* 
mourdale, a suburb, was completely 
submerged for three days, only the 
tops of the houses being seen. 
The 
flnanclal loss is estimated at |5,000,- 
000. 
The river Is now receding and 
no further damage is expected. 
The police rescued over 300 persons. 
In the east and west bottoms a number 
of 
obstinate 
people 
still 
cling 
to their homes. 
Although the police 
have run boats beneath their windows 
and offered to save them, they re­ 
fused to leave and will take their 
chances. 
It is utterly Impossible to 
form any estimate of the number of 
dead in Kansas City. There have been 
manifold stories of how boats laden 
with people have been seen to sink— 
there have been reports without end 
of bodies seen floating by on wreck­ 
age, of men who have tried to drive 
wagons laden with their household 
effects against certain death in the 
swift current and gone down in the 
flood. 
The majority of these stories 
lack proof, however, and even If true, 
the proof may never be had. 
At Argentine. Kan., where the Santa 
Fe yards and buildings and two-thirds 
of the dwelling houses are under wa­ 
ter, a number of houses were washed 
away. 
Many hundrds of freight cars 
stand submerged and the boxes break 
loose from the trucks and float away. 
The cars now moving down the Mis­ 
souri river are from the Argentine 
yards. Not one inhabitant of Argen­ 
tine Is missing. . 
Superintendent Young, of the Swift 
Packing 
CompaDT» said 
that there 
were probably 25 to 30 bodies In the 
»»rreckage lodged in the Armourdalo 
packing house district. The men em­ 
ployed on the 
steamer 
Columbia 
brought the same rei>ort 
A Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
passenger train from Chicago to Kan­ 
sas City, due here at 4 o’clock Sunday 
afternoon, has been lost. 
It is not 
deemed possible nor th:^ thovr^ht enter­ 
tained by the railway oificlalB that the 
train has run into the flood. Superin­ 
tendent Mulhern was nrguu by the 
Chicago ofl^cialB to exercise overy pos­ 
sible effort to locate the missing train 
and relieve its paoBengera at all cost 
and hazard. 
There is very little probability of 
much greater flnanclal damage than 
has already been done. 
There have 
been some reports of the settling of 
various large buildings In the whole­ 
sale district, but they appear to have 
settled in a remarkably even manner 
and expert examination will be re­ 
quired to prove that they are In a 
duangorous condition.

So far as 1« known but seven au­ 
thenticated fatalities have bnen report* 
ed. For over two days it has ralnedt 
constantly and the mercury has stoodi 
clos^ to the freezing point Scores of 
men, women and children have spent 
hours at a time in soaking wet gar* 
ments, sitting on the roofs of their 
homos awaiting the arrival of rescuers. 
The last of 
these was removed last 
evening. 
More 
fatalities will result 
from exposure than from 
drowning. 
The property loss will mount Into tha 
millions. 


Hundreds of Houses Carried Away* 
Lawrence, Kan., June 1.—The water 
here is falling. 
Half the houses ui> 
the north side are washed away, but 
the people have all gone to high ground 
and are safe. The river la six to seven 
miles wide here. Hundreds of homegi 
have 
been 
carried down the river. 
There are only two or three sman spota 
on the north side not under water^ 
and most of the 3,000 people over th^ro 
are homeless and have lost all their 
personal 
property. 
There has been 
much loss of live stock. 


SWEPT BY A CYCLONE 


Over too Killed 
By Terrific Wind 
Storm at Gainesville» Ga. 
Gainesville, G^, June 2.—This city 
was struck by a terriflc cyclone, killing^ 
over 100 persons, unroofing the city ho-^ 
tels, other largo bildiiigs, and destroy­ 
ing the Gainesville cotton, mills. Tha 
greatest loss of life was In the destruc-^ 
tion of the cotton mills, where 84 per* 
sona were killed and scores injured. 
Eighteen persons were Killed In the^ 
city between the centre of town and! 
the railroad station, where four larger 
stores were blown down. The storm: 
had driven many persons Into theses 
stores for refuge. There were 500 per­ 
sons at work in the cotton mill when, 
the cyclone struck. 
The mill was 
thrce-story building. 
The flrst story 
was left standing, but badly wrecked.. 
With a terrible crash the two upper 
stories of the building were swept 
away, leaving 32 operatives dead In the» 
room. The cyclone thsn swept around 
the outskirts of the city to the suburbv 
of New Holland, two 
miles 
away, 
where are located the Pacolet cotton 
mills, one of the largest institutions of 
this character in the south, lue plant, 
of the Pacolea Company was not seri­ 
ously damaged, but probably 100 cot­ 
tages standing nearby, occupied by the. 
operatives who were employed In the* 
mills, were completely demolished, 
killing 33 people. These were mostly 
women and children, as the heads of 
the l^amlMes were nearly all in the fac* 
tojy at work. 
The store of Joseph Logan, near thev 
GaineBville cotton mill, was crushed to, 
ruins by the wind, and eight men who, 
had taken refuge in It were instantly^ 
4illled. 
The Jones general store mot a simi­ 
lar fate, and in the ruins two people,, 
one man and one w^oman, were crushed 
to death. The woman was Mrs. Jones,, 
wife of the proprietor. 
Reports from White Sulphur, seven, 
miles from Gainesville, are to tiie ef­ 
fect that tho storm struck there with 
terrific force, killing a dozen people. 
Thiis, however, 
not abjiolutely con­ 
firmed. 
The physicians'who have assisted In 
the work of relief say that the scens© 
Ht the mills were appalling, tne victyns 
being crushed and mangled in every 
conc’elvable manner. 
The Richmond Hotel was wrecked, 
and several perished along with it. One 
hundred and twenty-five cottages, a 
schoolhouse and a church were blown 
away in the negro section of the town. 
Five brick stores on the main street 
of Gainesville were swept away. In 
all too bulldiugi are demolished hers.

With the wants of the world 
Increasing in such enormous strides, 
it Is only a question of time wh^n the 
production of rubbc:^ must be ynder- 
taken upon a large soala and under 
regular methods of planting, culture 
and }iarvef»ting. Veneauela offi^rs hare 
a rich field to cntei’prlsej for, rudi­ 
mentary as are the methods çf tha 
present, they produced 440.000 pounds 
from tho Rio Negro and Orinoco val­ 
leys alone, one year ago. 
Hxplorars 
in the upper reaches of tha Osinoco 
and Rio Negro have reported that there 
are available about 6,000,000 rubber 
trees, counting only those within a 
certain distance of navigable water. 
Every tree Is good for about flya 
pounds of crude rubber ppr annum 
making the possible annual output of 
the two valleys 30,000,000 pounds. At 
present It is no mora than 400,000 
pounds.

Quartz Glass. 
A new German industry Is tho man­ 
ufacture of quartz glass, which con­ 
sists essentially cf melted quartz. It 
Is perfectly translucent. The initial 
expei’iments in the manufacture were 
made in England, but a firm at Hanau, 
a few miles from Frankfort, was tho 
first to place quartz glass apparatus 
upon the market. If quartz glass can

Electricity is making rapid progress 
throughout Spain. At the end of last 
year there were no less than ^ 9 cities, 
towns and villages In Spain with an 
electric power station, and there Tk-ere 
only 430 towns with a population of 
more than 4000 souls where electricity 
had not as yet made its appearance. In 
the disti’ict of Barcelona alone there are 
now over 850 turbines in use, rcpre- 
fientlng 35,000 horse power. 


In order to determiniT the density pf 
the earth. President F, W. McNair, of 
the Michigan College of Mines, and 
Major John P. Hayford, of the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Survey, will 
conduct experiments at the Tamarack 
mine, which Is particularly well fitted 
for this purpose, since its shaft Is on® 
of the deepest In the world, penetratin« 
to a depth of 4550 feet In strata of uni­ 
form density. 13ie density of the earth 
Is largely a matter of scientific con­ 
jecture. 
It has been t:omputed by 
formulae based on Newton> law* of 
gravitation. It Is true that Sir Georg» 
BIddel Airy, the British Astronomer 
Royal, computed the earth’s density 
from expertments which be carried on 
at a- Welsh colliery, but the figures 
which he obtained varied bo much from 
those based on the formulae that they 
have not been generally accepted. 


The sirtwtltutlon of working bn h 
large scale, with heavy capital, for 
the Individual operations which char* 
scterlee a new placer mining country, 
is quietly but rapidly going forrrmrd 
In the Yukon region, says the Engineer­ 
ing and Mining Journal. While some 
hydraulic work has been done, the 
conditions are such that It will prtrt»* 
ably never be an Important element In 
the region. Dredging In the rivers and 
creeks was tried this season with such 
success that next year It Is probable 
a large number of dredges will be at 
work, despite the short working sea­ 
son. 
Already much machinery for 
dredge work li on the ground, ready 
for next year. Over 4U00 quart* claims 
were filed during the last season, and 
while the majority of them will amount 
to nothing, a large amount of explora* 
tion and development is certain.

^Wlth those advantages Is it to bo wondered at that American women 
bave succeeded socially in Europe? 
But are they also a success as wives? 
It is true that comparatively f e w American women have traUed theif charac- 
iters through the divorce court In England. 
Social success is what they aim at. 
and the exposure entailed by divorce court proceedings might endanger this 
success. 
They are tolerant and expect their husbands to be tolerant. 
Society 
is the end-all of the life of such an American woman and since she has ob- 
tained a foothold In England, society haa degenerated from a polite pleasure 
Into a profession.

A Steady Atmosphere. 


It is a Prime Requisite For the Study of 
Planets' Surface Conditions.

STRONOMICAL science is divided naturally into two parts, tliat 
pertaining to the stellar universe and tliat pertaining to our 


A 


immediate family of planets. 
The latter are the only bodies In 
0 
the heavens of -which "we are aware that at all resemble our 
• I n 
earth, and they are all, comparatively spealiing. our near neigh- 
bors/and Ixave, therefore, a much more personal and popular 
Interest than the stellar universe at large. 
The study of their 
relative motions was virtually completed during the last cen- 
tury, so that at the present time the astronomy of the planets is confined 
chiefly to a study of their dimensions and surface conditions. 


For tliis study there Is one paramount requisite, and that is a steady at- 
mospheve. 
With a good atmosphere, important results may be obtained even 
.with a small telescope of only five or sis Inches diameter; but without such 
an atmosphere the very largest telescope will be of no avail. 
This is not the 
case in other departments of astronomy; for many kinds of observations on 
the stellar universe the quality of the atmosphere Is of little account, provided 
only that it Is cloudless and transparent; but for planetary and lunar astron- 
omy a steady atmosphere is the fundamental requisite. 
To understand what 
is meant by a steady atmosphere, w e have only to look at some object across 
n hot stove or along the line of a railroad track upon a summer day. 
There 
Js a shimmer in the air, a wavering motion, -with which we are all more or less 
familiar. 
This wavering Is always present in our atmosphere, although we 
usually cannot see It; but when -we magnify the image of a planet in a tele- 
Bcope one thousand times, w e magnify the atmospheric tremors In the same 
proportion, and they are then not only conspicuous, but tJiey Interfere very 
seriously -with our observations. 
. 
, 


In some parts of the world the atmosphere is much more steady than in 


others and it is evidently a matter of the highest importance for the astron- 
omer interested in planetary research to find where these places are situated. 
To Illustrate the Importance of this matter, I may say that a year ago, situated 
Jn «one of these favored spots, I saw night after night, with a five-inch and 
even with a four-inch lens planetary markings and details that I have never

They then forced the native engineers 
to run the engines, and, having bat- 
tened tho rest of the crew and passen- 
gers down below, headed for the Can- 
ton River, where three or four largo 
junks were pirated one after another. 
Tho pirates, having obtained sufllclont 
loot to satisfy them, ran the launch 
ashore in a small creek and abaudoned 
her, the crew taking possession once 
more and bringing her back to Hong 
Kong when she floated with the rising 
tide.

^ the heavens of which we are aware that at all resemble our 
n earth, and they are all, comparatively speaking, our near neigh* 
n bors, and have, therefore, a much more personal and popular 
Interest than the stellar universe at large. Tho study of thoir 
relative motions was virtually completed during the last cen­ 
tury, so that at the present time the astronomy of the planets is confined 
chiefly to a study of their dimensions and surface conditions. 
For this study there is one paramount requisite, and that is a steady at­ 
mosphere. With a good atmosphere, important results may be obtained even 
iwlth a small telescope of only five or six Inches diameter: hut without such 
an atmosphere the very largest telescope will be of no avail. This is not the 
case in other departments of astronomy; for many kinds of observations on 
the stellar universe the quality of the atmosphere Is of little account, provided 
only that It Is cloudless and transparent; but for planetary and lunar astron­ 
omy a steady atmosphere Is the fundamental requisite. To understand what 
is meant by a steady atmosphere, we have only to look at some object across 
a hot stove, or along the line of a railroad track upon a summer day. There 
Js a shimmer In the air, a wavering motion, with which we are all more or less 
¡familiar. This wavering Is always present In our atmosphere, although we 
.usually cannot see It; but when we magnify tho Image of a planet In a tele­ 
scope one thousand times, we magnify the atmospheric tremors In the samo 
proportion, and they are then not only conspicuous, but they Interfere very 
eerlously with our observations. 
In some parts of the world the atmosphere is much more steady than In 
others, and It Is evidently a matter of the highest importance for the astron- 
omer Interested In planetarj' research to find whore these places are situated. 
To Illustrate the Importance of this matter, I may say that a year ago, situated 
In ‘one of these favored spots, I saw night after night, with a five-inch and 
even with a four-inch lens planetary markings and details that I have never 
seen even with the largest telescope In Cambrlcise.

Although piracy upon a largo scale 
has ceascd to exist upon tho China 
coast, it Is sUll carried on In a small 
way, and that right under the nose of 
tho British authorities at Hong Kong, 
aud within shot of tho fleet lying quiet- 
ly at anchor in tho shadow of Victoria 
Teak, snys tho London G'lobe. 
Only 
a few months ago a daring piracy 
took place on the waters of Hong Kong 
Harbor—at least, the first part of the 
little drama was acted there. A ferry- 
! sat, n small steamer of some thirty 
tons, plies between Ilong Kong and 
within shot of tlio fleet lying opposite 
mainland. Tho whole trip only takes 
fifteen minutes, and all tho while tho 
ferry Is well in sight of the fleet 
One night the ferry loft tho Hong Kong 
side at 9 o'clock, and failed to turn up 
at Yau-ma-tl, tho suburb to which it 
plied. Inquiries were made, and notii- 
Ing was heard of the craft until a cou­ 
ple of days afterward, when she re­ 
turned with her crew and passengers 
and a romantic tale of piracy. It ap­ 
pears that when the launch was In the 
middle of tho harbor some of tho iv\s- 
sengers drew revolvers and held tip 
their fellow travelers and tho crew. 
They then forced the native engineers 
to run the engines, and, having bat­ 
tened the rest of the crew and passen­ 
gers down below, headed for the Can­ 
ton River, where three or four largo 
junks were pirated one after anotlier. 
The pirates, having obtained sufficient 
loot to satisfy them, ran the launch 
ashore in a small creek aud abandoned 
her, the crew taking possession once 
more aud bringing her back to Hong 
Kong when she floated with the rising 
tide. 
On tho West River gangs of pirates 
terrorize certain districts and levy 
blackmail, M*hich all boats have to 
pay unless they carry sufllcient force 
to make a bold flgbt. It is no uncom­ 
mon thing to see a heavily laden junk 
going up or down stream flying as 
many as tliree pirate flags as a sign 
that 'she has paid blackmail and re­ 
ceived safe conduct.
